SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  (i)  Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s 
area  of  supply.  There  are  outlying  parts  of  the  district  which 
do  not  receive  the  benefit  of  this  supply  and  depend  solely  on 
water  from  shallow  wells. 

At  Claverhambury,  Clapton  Stadium,  Ltd.  supply  their 
kennels  and  dwelling  houses  by  means  of  an  artesian  well. 
Water  is  pumped  to  a  storage  tank,  situated  at  the  highest 
point  on  the  site,  and  then  gravitates  to  the  various  premises. 

Upon  request,  the  firm  extended  their  mains  and 
supplied  two  cottages  and  a  Dairy  Farm  adjoining  the 
premises.  The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Sewage  from  the  urban  part  of  the  area,  together  with 
that  from  parts  of  Upshire  and  High  Beech,  is  conveyed  by 
both  gravitation  and  electric  pumps  to  the  Main  Works  at 
Brooker  Road.  The  treatment  here  comprises  screening, 
sedimentation  and  aeration  in  circular  filters  after  which 
the  effluent  is  irrigated  and  finally  discharged  into  Cobbins 
Brook,  a  tributary  of  the  River  Lea. 

A  similar  works  on  a  smaller  scale  serves  the 
Sewardstonebury  area,  whilst  the  sewage  from  about  25 
dwellings  at  Sewardstone  gravitates  to  a  small  works 
consisting  of  septic  tanks  and  rectangular  filters,  together  with 
a  hydraulic  pump  for  lifting  the  sewage  up  to  the  filters,  and 
final  irrigation  channels. 

The  remainder  of  the  district  is  not  sewered,  drainage 
going  mainly  to  cesspools  which  are  emptied  under  a  Council 
contract. 


(iii)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Lea  and  Cobbins  Brook  which  flow  through 
the  district  are  under  the  control  of  the  Lee  Conservancy 
Board.  It  has  not  been  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken 
by  the  District  Council. 

2.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

A  few  closets  on  the  conservancy  system  remain  in  the 
area.  They  are  situated  in  premises  remote  from  the  sewer. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  and  Salvage  are  collected  on  alternate  weeks  by 
a  10  cub.  yd.  S.  D.  Freighter  ;  Trade  refuse,  for  which  no 
charge  is  levied,  being  collected  at  the  same  time  as  House 
refuse.  The  method  of  disposal  is  incineration  following  the 
pre-salvage  of  paper,  metals,  glass  and  bones  which  all  provide 
a  source  of  revenue.  A  separate  system  of  waste  food 
collection  is  operated  under  a  Council  contract. 

Council  maintained  streets  are  scavenged  and  gullies 
cleansed  by  Direct  Labour.

.  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Rodent  Officer  acting 
for  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Act,  Fifty-two  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made  during  the  year.  Twenty- three  premises 
were  found  to  be  infested  by  rats.  All  complaints  of  infesta¬ 
tion  were  investigated  and  advice  given  as  to  the  best  methods 
of  combating  the  nuisance  under  varying  conditions. 

In  a  number  of  cases,  the  dispensing  of  rat  biscuits  (in 
accordance  with  the  Council’s  policy)  has  been  successful  in 
ridding  premises  of  rats. 

The  systematic  baiting  of  sewers  was  continued  during 
the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  activity  86  rats  were 
picked  off  the  screens  at  the  sewage  works. 

The  Council  is  a  member  of  No.  8  Workable  Area 
Committee  set  up  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
Meetings  are  held  quarterly  when  experience  is  pooled  to  the 
benefit  of  all  concerned. 

Agricultural  premises  are  dealt  with  by  the  Essex  War 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee.
